ed bitter indignation at the re. 
fusal of authorities to act on 
the enlistment application he filed 
soon after Pearl Harbor. 

Until recently he had been able 
to go to the megs' hall for his 
meals. He was a favorite of far 
younger navy men recuperating in 
the hospital with him from the 
wounds of another war. 

A native of New Orleans, Mr. 
Doll was the son of a German 
immigrant who, ironically enough, 
joined the Confederate Army and 
was killed at Gettysburg. At the 
age of nine he was already a 
cabin-boy on a Mississippi river 
steamer and, in 1862, when he 
was only 14, he joined Admiral 
Farragut's . fleet, which had just 
taken New Orleans from the 
Rebels. 

He took part in the Battle of 
Mobile Bay in 1864. and after 
the end of the war went on a two 
years' cruise in South American 
waters. He took his discharge in 
1867, at Philadelphia. 

Mr. Doll worked for several 
years on a farm near West Ches- 
ter, and in 1870 got a job with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad as a 
repair man. He retired from the 
railroad in 1915 as a locomotive 
engineer. 

In 1884 he married Miss Etta 
Waters, of West Chester, and the 
couple moved to Paoli. He 
moved to Narberth in 1929 to live 
with his daughter, Miss Jeanette 
Doll Mrs. Doll died ten years 
ago. 

Mr. Doll is also survived by 
two other daughters, Mrs. Robert 
N. Getty, of 261 Linden La., Meri- 
on. and Mrs. Samuel Harris .of 
Morstein, Pa., and by a son, 
George Doll, of Trenton .also a 
railroad man. 

Funeral services for Mr. Doll 
were held Wednesday afternoon 
from Oliver H. Bair's, 1820 Chest- 
nut St. Philadelphia. Burial was 
in Westminister Cemetery.

Lawson Robertson, Perm track 
coach, was held in $500 bail for 
court at a hearing in Lower Mer- 
ion Township Building last Thurs- 
day night after he pleaded guilty 
to a hit-run charge. 

Robertson, who lives at 142

"She said he al- 
most ran into her, loo." 

Merkel, a painter, had his assis- 
tant, Daniel J. Dwyer, of Philadel- 
phia, as a passenger in his car. 
Dwycr had noted the license num- 
ber of the hit-run car. and he and 
Merkel went to Robertson's house 
and identified the car by the lic- 
ense number. 

In his testimony Robertson ad- 
milted to failing to stop at the 
scene of the accident. He said he 
did not know it was required by 
State law. "I. was a terrible night," 
he said. "I put my foot on the 
brake, and it didn't work. I had 
the grippe and I wanted to get 
home."

County Budget 
Lists $2 Million 
Expenditures 

Overall Tax Rate 
Probably Will Remain 
Same This Year 

Montgomery County plans to 
ppend $2,244,813.12 during 1947, 
according to the budget now open 
for public inspection. It antici- 
pates receipts of the same 
amount. 

The budget is based on a ten- 
tative property tax levy of 1# 
mills on an assessed valuation of 
£290,000,000 and a four mill levy 
on personal property valued at 
£270,000,000. 

The proposed V.i mill rate on 
the property tax is an increase of 
cne-quarter mill over that of last 
year but it is indicated by sources 
cjose to v:he County Commission- 
er's office that it is planned to re- 
duce the Institution District tax 
from one-half to one-quarter mill, 
so that the overall tax. for this 
year will be the same as last 

:ar's. 

The summary of estimated re- 
ceipts for the year follows: Cash 
ip bank at beginning of year. 
$632,569; taxes, $1328,517.12; li- 
censes and permits, $2,000; fines 
and forfeits $35000; interest and 
rent $2,752; departmental earn- 
ings, $228,700; sale of property, 
supplies and equipment, etc., $5,- 
C00; miscellaneous $10,275. 

Estimated expenditures are Gen- 
eral Government — Administrative, 
$826,423.60; General Government 
— Judicial, $350,615; Corrections. 
$179,633.75; Charities, $98,000; 
Parks, $87,000; Highways, $49,- 
464.94; Miscellaneous, $214,370; 
Unpaid bills of prior years, $22,- 
911.18; Capital outlay, $416,394.75 
(this includes General Government 
— Administrative $73,794.75; 
Parks, $37,600; Highways, $105,- 
000, and Miscellaneous $200,000. 

It is estimated that the VA mill 
levy will bring in $362,500 of 
which $54,375 is listed as uncol- 
lectible. The personal property 
tax levy will bring in $1,080,000 
less $108,000 listed as uncollect- 
ible. Property taxes from prior 
years will account for $11,147.32 
and from returned and liened 
taxes and penalties and interest, 
$21,500. Under the personal prop- 
erty tax delinquents will account 
for $4,244.80; special delinquent 
and five year payment plan, $500; 
unassessed, $1,000 and from es- 
tates, $10,000. 

In the separate liquid fuels tax 
fund receipts are estimated at 
$452,027.58 and expenditures at 
the same amount.

Adams and Packard do set a 
precious bit of idealism in their 
concluding classic paragraphs: 

"We know a young married 
couple who have 'everything.' 
They live in a well-to-do suburb, 
belong to a country club and are 
not 'tied down' by children. They 
go to many parties and on week- 
end excursions and eat out when- 
ever they feel like it. Yet they 
go about their rush of activities 
with the bored futility of a dog 
chasing his own tail. 

"And we know another couple 
who are the kind some people 
would feel sorry for. They have 
four whooping youngsters that 
virtually pin them to the home- 
stead and make outside social life 
impossible. They must fight a 
constant battle with livig costs to 
get ahead financially. During 
most of their free moments they 
must work about their house, up- 
holstering furniture, fixing leak- 
ing faucets or hanging windows. 

"Yet these two mates are im- 
mensely happy in marriage. 
They have a sense of purpose in 
life — a sense of well-being. They 
are so glad they are married to 
each other that they can shrug off 
the many irritations that beset 
them as unimportant. Both of 
them would confide to you that 
marriage is a wonderful, enrich- 
ing experience." 

Those two paragraphs might 
well go down through the ages. 



The very cornerstone of our na- 
tion are the husband and wife, 
father and mother. How this cor- 
nerstone has been crumbling! No 
doubt you read the recent news- 
paper report issued by the Feder-. 
a! Security Agency, of a 25% rise 
in divorce in 1945, with a ratio of 
one divorce to three marriage. I 
keep wondering what the rate 
will be when my grandchildren 
arrive at a marriageable age. 
They range in age now from one 
month to seven years. 

There are some good books 
which aim to show youth how to 
choose a mate wisely and live 
happily thereafter. The latest 
and best book of this kind was 
written by Dr. Clifford R. Ad- 
ams an Vance 0. Parkard— "How 
To Pick A Mate: the the Guide 
To Happy Marriage" (Dutton, N. 
Y.). 

This fine book makes available 
in readable form the gist of re 
searches in the field. It presents 
numerous tried-out tests which 
any person or marriage couple 
may apply with profit. 

After reading this splendid book 
I still wished the authors had 
driven home more forcefully than 
they did the simple principle 
(which they frequently implied) 
that for success in marriage each 
person of the couple must keep 
uppermost the welfare and hap- 
piness of the mate, each looking 
for his own happiness through 
the genuine happiness of the oth- 
er, each striving constantly at 
self-discipline to this end. 

In their "After Thoughts" the 
authors say: "What is important 
is that your mate should fit into 
the general pattern of the kind of 
person you need and should be 
free from the really serious short- 
comings we have mentioned.

Know Your 
State 

The prevention of flood hazards 
and the protection of the import- 
ant resources of wild life in the 
State's waters and along the banks 
of its streams all begin at the 
headwaters. The thousands of 
small feeding brooks that finally 
flow together to form our far- 
reaching river systems are the 
true source of Pennsylvania's 
water supply. 

,Many of the State's leading 
sportsmen's club have realized this 
fact, and have organized a pro- 
gram of water- and wild life con- 
servation which reaches back into 
the small creeks and rivulets of 
the State's wooded areas. Many 
sportsmen are devoting much of 
their spare time to this off-sea- 
son program. 

Fast-grcving trees — birch, wil- 
low, and ash — are being planted 
along the banks of feeder streams 
in an effort to create a web of 
roots that will retard the rush of 
spring floods and hold the soil 
against erosion. 

Small dams are being construct- 
ed, creating pools in which vege- 
table and animal life may once 
more flourish. Deflectors of 
rocks and logs are being consruct- 
ed to retard the run-off of water 
after heavy rainfalls. 

Streams thus improved will be 
Brought to the attention of the 
Pennsylvania Fish Commission so 
that fine game and food fish will 
once more be planted in these 
headwaters, thus increasing the 
State's fishing area and removing 
the load from public fishing wat- 
ers further down stream. 

Such efforts of private agencies 
reflect the confidence now being 
felt throughout the State that the 
great task of improving our nat- 
ural resources is at last seriously 
underway, and the knowledge that 
every citizen must do his part to 
assist State and local govern- 
ments, if that program is to be 
fully .effective.
